The supreme court of Wisconsin haa 


sensibly overthrown the gross usurpa- 
tion of authority attempted by a sub- 
ordinate member of 
the 
Wisconsin 


judiciary during the campaign last 
sorine. The case waa as follows: 
Judge W. F. Bailey, of Eau Claire, 
was a candidate for re-election. 
Two 


citizens of Eau Claire—L. A. Doo- 
little and attorney, and H. C. Ash- 
bangh, an editor—both of whom .were 
strongly opposed to Judge Bailey, pub- 
lished articlea charging him with ex- 
travagance in his management of the 
court, unfairness and partiality in tue 
treatment of liitigants, and openness 
to 
corrupt .motives. 
All of 
these 


charges, if false, were civil and crimi- 
nal libels of a most serious nature, 
but the jadge, instead of availing him- 
self of the remedies open to him as a 
citizen, assumed the judicial preroga- 
tive to act as prosecutor, judge and 
imry in his own case. 
He instituted 


proceedings against hia criitios for con- 
tempt of court, and when accused at 
his bar secured from the supreme 
court an alternative writ of prohibi- 
tion, he adjudged them guilty of fresh 
contempt for having filed affidavits 
alleging the truth of their criticisms, 
and comimtted them to jail for thirty 
days, the sentence to begin at ones. 
The supreme court then held that the 
new contempt proceedings were in ex- 
cess of the jurisdiction of the judge, 
and made' the writ of prohibition abso- 
lute. In the opinion filed last week 
the supreme court put the gist of the 
case into the following telling para- 
graphs : 
, 
"Truly it must be a grievous and 


weigty necessity which will justify so 
arbitrary a pocreeding, whereby a can- 
didate for office becomea the accuser, 
judge and jury, and may within a 
few hours summarily punish the critic 
by imprisonment. 
The result of such 


docitine is that all unfavorable cirti- 
cismof a sitting judge's past official 
conduct can be at once stopped by the 
judge himself, or, if not stopped, can 
be punished by immediate impnson- 


m If there can be"any more, effectual 
way to gag the presi and subvert 
freedom of speech, we do not know 
where to find it. 
Under such a rule 


the merits of a sitting judge may be 
rehearsed, but aa to his demerits there 
must be profound silence. In 
our 


opinion no such divinity "doth hedge 
about" a judge—certainly not when he 
is a candidate for public office." 


Theocopny. 


It would seem1' natural that theosophy 


ihould come to us in the wake of spir- 
itualism and that both should seek in 
the occultism of the far cast tho stim- 
ulus of mystery necessary to tho propa- 
gation of the one ami tho rehabilitation 
of the other. But here wo must be care- 
ful not to wrong the uew gospel, for 
theosophists, wo believe, are now anx- 
ious to disavow connection with spirit- 
ualism, though "to explore tho hidden 
mysteries of nature and the latent pow- 
ers of man" is one of tho prominent 
Rims of the brotherhood. Tho sibyl of 
the society we know, at auy rate, dab- 
bled largely iii necromancy and spirit- 
ism, 
ami in her work, "Isis Uuveiled," 


much space is given to divinations and 
to tho lamlntioii of the occult sciences 
of India mid Egypt. Moreover, when 
Mnie. Blavatsky accompanied Colonel 
Olcott to India, her sojourn there was 
marked by such an exercise of so called 
supernatural powers as to lead the Psy- 
chical Research Society of England to 
send out some of its trusted members to 
investicate tho phenomena, au action 
fatal to tho pretensions of the founder 
of theosophy. 
Moncnro Conway has 


since also told us how tho high priest- 
ess of the new religion was laughing 111 
her sleeve while she was sending re- 
ports of these alleged miraculous occur- 
rences to her devotees in England. 


It is disingenuous, therefore, in the 


adherents of theosophy to disclaim kin- 
ship with spiritualism. Is it not claim-, 
ed for Mine. Blavatsky that she spent 
30 yenrs of her life in the study of the 
occult sciences, and that in propagating 
her gospel she was the chosen medium 
of a mysterious brotherhood of adepts, 
called mahatmas, who in Tibet had 
reached an incredible age through the 
practice of magical arts?—Self Culture. 


SUPERB TABLE LINENS.

If the Democrats had secured a ma-

The Republicans now expect two or 


more of the fusion Republicans to vote 
wi'th them for senator, in which event 
they claim a majority of 7 on joint bal- 
lot, with 77 Republicans and 68 Demo- 
crats.

On the other hand, there are 109 


members of the house, in which the

claim a majority of 7, 


while the Democrats hav3 a majority 
of 2 in the senate. And there are sev- 
eral counties so close on the vote for 
representatives that several seats could 
be changed in that body. 


In the settlement of contested seats 


the Republicans would have such an 
advantage in the house over the Dem- 
ocrats in the senate that it is not like- 
ly that the latter will be aggressors in 
that matter. 


This may allow the close margin of
